Kalagan-Kaagan is a member of the South Eastern Mindanao Group of 
languages of the Southern Philippine family. Several groups living in 
the Cotabato and Davao provinces of Mindanao refer to themselves as 
Kalagans. The exact number of Kalagan-Kaagans is uncertain. McFarland 
1977 estimates Kalagans different from Tagakoulus to be about 6OOO on 
the basis of the 1970 Census of the Philippines. 
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
